He may remember 
that, as this was the so cia l time of 
trial tor Jesus, so it seems also to 
have been from the very first at time 
of 
special 
trial, 
testing, 
sifting, 
amongst His followers. 
All these, 
various 
considerations 
might well move the true people of 
God to the observance of a fast dur­ 
ing a period preceding the anniver­ 
sary of their Redeemer’s death. 
In 
observing such a fast—such 
a 
re­ 
straint of appetite—from a desire to 
draw especially near to 
God, 
they 
would certainly be 
contributing 
a 
share toward lite end, in harmony 
with 
the 
Scriptural 
declaration. 
“Draw nigh unto Me, and I will draw 
nigh unto you.” 
We have no suggestions to offer re­ 
specting the kind of food or the quan­ 
tity that should be eaten. We believe 
that there are people in such a plivsi- 
-allv weak condition thai it would be 
absolutely wrong for them to abstain 
rom such nourishments as they may 
be able to assimilate. Heart and head 
should combine in determining this 
matter of lasting. 
Daniel the Prophet gives us a hint 
when he tells us that for three whole 
weeks he ate no pleasant bread, while 
ae especially sought the Lord in pray­ 
er respecting matter which perplexed 
lim. 
In his official position lie was 
surrounded with the l>est the kingdom 
uovided. 
But he confined himself 
5t riot Iv to the things which his sys- 
era absolutely needed for the main­ 
tenance 
ot 
mental 
and 
physical 
strength: he ate nothing simply foi­ 
ls good flavor, he ate nothing super­ 
abundantly, to clog his system, to 
cake him sluggish in mind and body, 
md to incapacitate him for his ron- 
ine work and. additionally, lor his 
peciul prayers for wisdom. 
We can 
ill take a good lesson from this Scrip- 
ural example. 
.Jesus did not teach HU disciples to 
rolldw the custom of fasting. 
The 
natter was remarked, some saying. 
John the Baptist .and his disciples 
a st,’ and tho Pharisees, etc., fast. 
‘but Jesus* disciples fast not.” In an- 
•v.er to the question, Why not? Jesus 
replied that it was not th** appro­ 
priate time. 
Instead, of a fast, they 
were having a feast. The Bridegroom 
vas with them. 
They knew no sor- 
ow no care. 
All their wants were 
provided f°r I they were drinking at 
the Fountain of Divine Truth and 
?race; they were eating freely of the 
wonderful words of eternal life, and 
accordingly they did not 
fast, 
as 


3 there. 
This does not mean.however , tha; 
hey lived sumptuously; lor we re­ 
member that on two occasions, after 
lesus had fed a multitude on plain 
bread and fish, miraculously increased. 
He directed His disciples to gather 
tp the fragments; and these they car­ 
ried with them as their own food 
-.apply for many clays. 
This was i 
practical fasting, though not an out 
ward one. 
Jesus declared that the 
days would come when the Bride­ 
groom would he gone; and He said.. 
‘In those days they shall fast.” (Mat* 
thew' 9:13.» 
Their days of fasting 
and prayer began as soon as the Lord 
was crucified, and 
have 
continue! 
aver since, whether 
outwardly 
ob­ 
served in a lenten fashion, or whether 
known only to themselves in theii 
own hearts. All the followers of Jesus 
have practised 
fasting, 
self-denial; 
else purely they would not have pros­ 
pered in spirituality. 
The Christian’s Perpetual Fast. 
It is a mistake to suppose that fast­ 
ing applies merely to food; it really ap­ 
plies to everything. 
In its broadest 
sense 
it signifies self-denial—denial 
of the desires of the flesh, to the in­ 
tent that the spiritual nature may b 
the more 
thoroughly 
strengthened. 
The Apostle clearly shows this in his 
suggestion that husbands and wives 
occasionally live apart, that they may 
give themselves the more thoroughly 
to prayer and consideration of spir­ 
itual things. 
(I Corinthians 7:5.) The 
true Christian will really live a life of 
self-denial every da>\ Ho will remem­ 
ber the Aj>ostle’s words, “If ye I iv*1 
after the flesh, ye shall die; but if ye 
through the Spirit do mortify the de­ 
sires of the flesh ye shall live.’ Such 
mortification of the flesh, such self- 
denials of the various appetites or in­ 
clinations of the flesh in the interest 
of the new nature, are all fastings. 
The ideal condition f^r Christians, 
of course, would be to maintain a 'per 
petual last—to live always in so ab­ 
stemious a manner ae would keep

“Appear not unto men to fast.” Our 
Lord’s instructions were 
that His 
followers should not make a show* of 
their lasting—should

boast of 
their self-sacrifice 
and self-denials. 
Those matters 
should 
he 
between 
God and themselves. I osteal of mak­ 
ing their countenances 
sad looking 
and appearing to men to crave sym­ 
pathy, they 
should 
contrawise take 
special care that none 
might notice 
outwardly—washing their 
faces, an­ 
ointing their 
heads 
and 
generally 
looking cheerful, happy, 
indeed, the 
true christian who fasts in the prop­ 
er manner and with the proper senti­ 
ment will not need

ness. for his portion will be the joy 
of the Lord, and ‘‘the peace of God.

Feasting While Fasting. 
The unregenerate might not unrea­ 
sonably gain the impression that if 
this presentation 
be 
true, a chris­ 
tian’s life would he a very unhappy 
one—continually battling with him­ 
self, continually watching, p-acticing 
self-denial and 
striving 
against the 
natural tendencies of sin. 
But such 
a conclusion would he a very errone­ 
ous; for really 
the 
Christian alone 
has the true secret of a happy I L e. 
Even the worldly recognise the fact 
that they need 
to 
practice self-re­ 
straint, and that 
whosoever 
would 
sow to the flesh and live 
atter the 
desires of his fallen nature v ould he 


ship to go from bad to worse and to 
end his career ignobly. 
Hence we find noble men and wo­ 
men amongst the unregenerate, 
not 
begotten again bv 
the 
Holy Spirit. 
but nevertheless v manifesting strong 
characters and great moderation in 
the affairs of life. They practice such 
self-restraints, not 
toward 
God, but 
for self interest, learning 
by experi­ 
ence and observation 
the necessity 
for this if life would be made a bless­ 
ing to themselves 
and 
to 
others, 
j Such characters should he. and are. 
highly respectable, 
honorable. 
But 
rite unfavorably horn, unfavorably en­ 
vironed, are not so likely to reach no­ 
ble standards as are the better born, 
better environed. 
Hence, those 
who 
become chris­ 
tians of the true type have an advan­ 
tage every way over the others. They 
do all as unto the Lord. Although they 
also perceive the advantages coming 
to themselves 
along 
natural 
lines. 
through self-restraints, they see and 
appreciate still more the 
live ever­ 
lasting beyond and the Diviuc favor 
leading thereto. This message, com­ 
ing to all who have ears to hear it. 
through the Bible, has a power and 
gieves encouragement 
to the weak 
as well as to the strong.* to the natur­ 
ally mean as well as to the nobler. It 
assures them of Divine mercy and in* 
torest in their 
welfare—thai God’s 
love has provided a satisfaction for 
His justice on behalf of all, so that 
the merit of Christ, imputed to each 
according to need, makes it possible 
to respond to 
the 
Gospel call—on­ 
ward and upward as new creatures. 
So great is the joy, the peace, the 
happiness that conies with *'r.e reali­ 
zation that we have been accented in­ 
to God’s family, and are joint heirs 
with His Son, our Lord Jesus Christ, 
that nothing else can 
compare with 
it. No wonder St. Paul describes such 
maying that to them “old things have 
passed away, and all things have be­ 
come new!” (II Cor. 5:17). Instead of 
earthly hopes 
for 
earthly 
wealth, 
name and fame, they have heavenly 
hopes for heavenly riches, glory and 
honor. 
Instead of aspirations of a 
temporary kind for 
political prefer­ 
ment and honor of men, these have 
before their minds God’s promises— 
exceeding great and precious. These 
assure them that faithfulness in pres­ 
ent trials and difficulties, 
and 
the 
proving oT their loyalty to God and 
the principles of 
His righteousness, 
will through Christ eventually bring 
them to glory, honor and immortali­ 
ty— 
participation 
with 
Jesus 
in 
His Millennial kingdom. 
- With such hopes, 
such prospects, 
such promises, life 
is 
worth living; 
all things are indeed new. Those at­ 
taining this vantage ground can, with

The natural outlet for the horse 
and mule market of the United States 
has been closed on account of the Eu­ 
ropean war, except for cavalry and 
artillery horses and mules, according 
to Prof. E. A. Trowbridge, of the ani­ 
mal husbandry department 
of 
the 
University of Missouri. 
These are being taken 
from 
the 
light horse producing section of the 
Country. 
A great many l^ave been 
furnished by Missouri. 
This move­ 
ment has been regarded as a good 
thing for the coming 
standard 
of 
horses 
and 
mules 
in 
the 
United 
States, as most of the animals are of 
inferior grade. 
However, the war has stopped the 
importation of breeding stock and this 
country will be hampered 
for 
the 
present; but America may be called 
on to supply the horse and mule mar­ 
ket of Europe later. 
There has been a falling off in price 
of horses and mules.. This may be 
due to the extensive use of automo­ 
biles in the country and city. 
From January I, 191;;, to January 
I, 1914, the number 
of 
horses 
on 
farms in the United States increased 
400,000 
head* while the mules in­ 
creased 13,000. The average price of 
horses decreased a little over $1 a 
head. 
In Missouri horses decreased 1,000 
head and fell off $3 a head in value. 
The number of mules remained about 
the same, but they also fell off in 
price about $3 a head. 
Since 1896 the horse and mule mar­ 
ket prices have been quite stationary, 
and there has been a gradual increase 
in number and value until the present 
slump.

Prof. Trowbridge says the market 
has been in an unsettled condition for 
the last year and a half.

This comprises one-fourth of the er 
rors reported. 
The next largest, 14 
percent, is the failure of the verb to 
agree with its subject in person and 
number, like, “There is six’ 'and “You 
was.” The different mistakes in the 
use of the verb constitute 57- per cent 
of Hie total errors. 
The use of lay 
for lie, and the confusion of can and 
may and shall and will w*ere common. 
The problem of the content of the 
-Course of study requires such serious 
consideration that it can be deter­ 
mined only by practical experience 
and opinion aided by other scientifi­ 
cally conditioned studies, according to 
Urof. Charters. 
Tables showing the errors in writ 
ten work done by the boys and girls 
arc also shown.
